MISSIONS BEGINS AT HOME 


VETERAN MISSIONARY once was asked 
A. where he had received his training for his 
many years of fruitful service on the mission 

field. His answer was startling. 

“Most of my actual missionary training,” he replied, 
“was received at home.” Then he went on to explain 
that, although he had had missions courses in con- 
nection with his college and seminary education, he 
traced his own deep interest in missionary endeavor 
to the influence of a more-than-godly home. It was 
“more than godly” because it was more than Chris- 
tian. It was a home centered around missionary in- 
terests. 


Missionary plaques and pictures hung on the walls; 
missionary letters were regularly read at family de- 
votions; visiting missionaries were often dinner guests. 
The children, among them this one who was to de- 
velop into an outstanding ambassador of the gospel, 
breathed the very atmosphere of missions all the time 
they were at home. 

What about your home? It if is a Christian home, 
it should also be a missions-minded home, demon- 
strating an active concern for the lost and the suf- 
fering of earth. But whether or not it is, check your 
home against the following list. Perhaps your family 
should be participating together in some of the fol- 
lowing practical ways of emphasizing missions at 
home: 


1. Correspondence. Almost the least that you can do 
is to carry on active correspondence with some mis- 
sionary in whom you are especially interested—prob- 
ably some missionary family from or supported by 
your church. Missionaries are busy, but none of them 
will ever be too busy to carry on correspondence with 
people at home who demonstrate an active prayerful 
interest in their work. : 


2. Missionary prayer time. As you meet and pray 
together as a family, whether at meal-time or at some 
other time of family devotions, remember to pray for 
the missionary representatives of your church. Per- 
haps you’ll want to select a “family missionary” for 
whom you pray regularly—ideally (if you have chil- 
dren) one who has children about the age of yours, so 
that missionary children too may be remembered in 
prayer. In that way, as you pray in terms your chil- 
dren can understand and about things in which they 
are interested, your missionary prayer time will take 
on added meaning and significance for all your family. 


3. Missionary bulletin board. A Seattle housewife has 
a special bulletin board hanging over her sink, cov- 
ered with the pictures of missionaries from her church. 
As she follows her daily stint in the kitchen, she 
thinks of them engaged in their daily schedule on the 
field, and often breathes a prayer for them as she 
washes the dishes or prepares her family’s dinner. 


4. Missionary pictures and curios. Most missionaries 
have a little “prayer card,” or at least some special 
picture they’ll appreciate your displaying. Too, both 
denominational and interdenominational publications 
usually contain any number of missionary pictures 
which can be cut out, mounted and displayed promi- 
nently in your home. Even secular magazines often 
contain colorful pictures of foreign lands and customs 
that can be utilized for missionary education in the 
home. A visit to your local Christian bookseller—or 
even a stroll down the aisles of your local dime store— 
will usually produce a number of things which mis- 
sionary enthusiasm and sanctified imagination can 
press into service. 


5. Service projects. The members of one California 
family have acquired not only innumerable spiritual 
blessings but also a new sense of “togetherness” as 
they have for several years mimeographed, addressed 
and mailed out the prayer letters of several mission- 
aries. Their cellar doubles as a miniature “mission- 
ary publishing house” and they have the satisfaction 
each time of knowing that they are helping a busy 
missionary report on his work to those who should be 
supporting him and praying for him. 


6. Sponsorship. In addition to praying and giving 
to missions in a general way, you can add a great deal 
to the missionary interest of your family by sponsoring 
some specific project. Many families support overseas 
orphans through one of a number of fine organiza- 
tions active in such work. They not only have the 
satisfaction of knowing that their few dollars a month 
mean complete Christian care for a needy child, but 
also receive pictures and letters from their little “son” 
or “daughter” overseas that create a new interest 
among all the members of their family in people from 
a different clime and of a different color. 

Other families have the unique experience of spon- 
soring their own missionary worker on the field— 
usually a Christian National (native worker), since in 
many countries of the-world they can be supported

whose spiritual understanding has just been 

awakened. These are the words of Naaman, the 
Syrian leper, as he returned, rejoicing, to the house of 
Elisha. And did he not have reason to rejoice, for 
washing seven times in the Jordan had had greater 
results than just the cleansing of the decaying leprous 
flesh. Had he received nothing more than physical 
healing from this act of obedience to God’s command, 
given by His prophet, without doubt, floods of joy 
would have been bursting from his bosom. However, 
although at times God may choose the exception, does 
He not give us the pattern of healing in James 5:15, 
“And the prayer of faith shall save the sick, and the 
Lord shall raise him up; AND if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him.” As Naaman retraced 
the steps to the house of the prophet, which he had 
reluctantly taken a few minutes previously, his entire 
outlook on life was different; now there was some- 
thing to live for. The natural eye views a new man 
in the natural, now void of the corruption which only 
an hour ago plagued the suffering captain. But God 
sees a new, clean, sanctified heart, washed from the 
leprosy of sin that has been destroying the inner man. 
Little wonder then that Naaman begins with the ex- 
clamation “Behold.” For a long time he had not known 
the pleasure of a sound physical body, and never had 
he known the unspeakable peace of fellowship with the 
living God. For proof of his salvation as well as his 
healing, note verse 17. What a change had taken 
place in a short time. In verse 11, read his statement 
motivated by arrogancy and self-importance, “Behold, 
I thought—.” Read his statements together, “Behold, 
I thought .. .” but, “Behold, now I know.” Here was a 
man convinced that his thinking was undoubtedly cor- 
rect, but man’s reasoning is subject to fallacy. Again 
he speaks, this time being fully assured that he knows, 
because he has his information from an irrefutable 
source. 


Could this Syrian be considered an exception to the 
usual or ordinary person? Certainly in that he had 
this terrible physical curse upon him, he was to an 
extent different. Even this privation, however, had not 
greatly affected his thinking, his aspirations, or his 
achievements. Generally, he was living as other men. 
Naaman had a family and a pleasant home. He had 
found employment even on a higher plane than the 
average—he was engaged in the services of the king. 
And as in that day, as today, physical afflictions or 
bodily handicaps seldom hinder a person’s accomplish- 
ments if he desires to succeed. In his attitudes, he was 
certainly no exception to the average human who is 
unquestionably dominated by the Adamic nature. But 
he was quite an exception in that he humbled himself

g N THE TEXT, we have the expression of a man 


those extremely difficult words, “I’m wrong.” It is not 
only our sinful actions that separate us from God, but

also our self-centered thinking. “Behold, I thought.” 
According to the words of Isaiah in chapter 55, verse 9, 
not only are His ways above ours, but also His 
thoughts. Has it ever occurred to you that a thought 
could be sinful? Consider ALL that is in the world 
(1 John 2:16). Can the lust of the flesh be an action, 
or is it just a mental judgment? And what of the lust 
of the eyes? The answer will surely be the same. Then 
what shall we decide of the pride of life. It is not with- 
in the power of our mental faculties to conceive of 
these as being overt acts, but rather mental conditions 
giving birth to actions which we have come to label 
sin. In view of this, could we not rightly conclude that 
although the actions are sinful, sin has its beginning 
in our minds at the time a decision is made to in- 
dulge in a violation of God’s law. (See James 1:14- 
16.) 

All of this has been written by way of introduction 
to one important idea which we may.all do well to 
consider. Are the conclusions which I make in life in 
harmony with God’s plan for my life? Again read the 
words of the text, “Behold, I thought . . .” but, “Behold, 
now I know .. .” Between these two phrases insert 
the conclusion you have decided upon as the sure an- 
swer to whatever problem you have been struggling 
with. Then after diligently seeking God's solution to 
the question will it be necessary to add anything after 
the “now I know.” The distasteful part is now re- 
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vealed. If we make an addition to the second phrase, 
we at the same time admit that the first statement 
(our own) is necessarily wrong. 


God referred to Job as a perfect and upright man 
who feared God and despised evil. Satan understood 
the make-up of this man—both his virtues and his 
weaknesses. From the beginning of the episode he had 
no intentions of trying to cause Job to violate God’s 
commandments in some way which we often refer to 
as great sins. He well knew that this man who had 
maintained constant communication with heaven 
could not easily be induced to murder his fellow man, 
to bear false witness against his neighbor, to be un- 
faithful to his wife, to steal, nor to covet what others 
might possess. Here was a man whom God had blessed 
with all of the goods of this world that could be 
desired. The temptation must of necessity be of a dif- 
ferent nature from those mentioned above. That Satan 
was aware of this is obvious by his statement to God 
that he would, in effect, so change the conditions and 
circumstances affecting Job’s life that he would sin in 
his thinking. That is, he would first decide to, and 
then outwardly “curse God.” Without a question we 
will readily agree that Job could not curse God until 
after he had decided to do so. At the conclusion of 
each temptation, I can visualize Satan approaching 
Job informing him of God’s unfaithfulness and forget- 
fulness. If at any time he could have induced Job to 
make a statement of what he may have thought, his 
mission would have been accomplished and another 
striking blow dealt against man’s fellowship with God. 
Recorded in the first chapter of Job is the account of 
more sore trials than most of us know in a lifetime. 
Yet notice the victorious conclusion in verse 22, “In all 
this Job sinned not, nor charged God foolishly.” And 
like Naaman, after the reasoning of man was fin- 
ished and his folly revealed, Job made a similar state- 
ment in Job 19:25, 26, “For I know that my redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand at the latter day upon 
the earth: And though after my skin worms destroy 
this body, yet in my flesh I shall see God.” 


Of course, it is a simple matter to look into the 
written history of others to note their circumstances, 
adverse as they may have been, then to chart the 
course they took to glowing victory. “But,” I can 
hear some say, “we now live in a different age. Con- 
ditions have changed and the answers to questions of 
Bible times do not provide us with a satisfactory 
solution in our day.” Or, “The instances given to us 
from the Scriptures are broad examples and intended 
to guide us in a general way, but cannot be applied to 
my personal situation and daily interferences to 
Christian living.” Such reasoning is exactly what the 
‘archfiend of hell rejoices to hear: If he can get us to 
doubt or to question whether we are being led of God 
in what we consider our own small, seemingly insigni- 
ficant testings, and to wonder if God would trouble 
Himself with such a trivial thing, he has our thinking 
warped to the extent of our inevitable defeat. Only 
one more step is required; that is, to make that harm- 
less statement, “Behold, I thought .. .”

HONG KONG—Student workers, including univer- 
sity staff, graduates, and ministers, from 7 Asian coun- 
tries met during the Christmas-New Year’s holiday 
for the first Asian Conference of the International 
Fellowship of Evangelical Students. The delegates met 
on beautiful Cheung Chau Island at the Bible Semi- 
nary of the Christian and Missionary Alliance . 

MALAYA—British paratroopers, on the trail of Com- 
munist terrorists, have discovered a tribe in the 
Malayan jungle that has never before had contact by 
white men.

YOUTH CONVENTION 


“Remember now thy Creator in the days of thy youth.” 


T WAS THE DAY we had anticipated for several 
Greets and yet one which we personally ap- 

proached with some apprehension. It was my 
first, but it was the second youth convention of the 
Church of God in the territory of Quiche. Our appre- 
hension was not of long duration, however, as the 
Spirit of God came down even in the opening service 
which was the night of November 27, 1958. Yes, Novem- 
ber 27-30 was a blessed time as the precious people of 
the Quiche territory rejoiced in the showers of God’s 
blessing poured out underneath the combined tent and 
brush arbor. 

The little town of Sacapulas where the Church of 
God has a thriving congregation graciously welcomed 
the convention for the second consecutive year. This 
was an ideal place because of its warm climate which 
was most welcome at this time of the year. In most of 
these mountains this is the cold season. Not only was 
this town very receptive to the gospel message and 
wonderfully cooperative for the success of our con- 
vention, but our own local Church of God went far be- 
yond the call of duty in their contribution to the con- 
vention. 

For the first service the people began to gather 
early, and very quickly the humble tabernacle was 
filled to capacity. The plank seats were occupied; 
children sat on the rostrum and in the aisles; towns- 
folk gathered around the edge where they listened at- 
tentively and hungrily to the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Although the great attendance of the very first 
service thrilled our hearts, the presence of the Holy 
Spirit was most thrilling as we enjoyed God’s bountiful 
spiritual favors. Brother Jorge Giron directed the 
opening service with the official opening of the con- 
vention given by the acting territorial youth director, 
Oscar R. Castillo. Words of greeting were spoken by 
the territorial supervisor, Brother Paul Marley, after 
which he preached on the theme, “Qualities of the 
Spirit-filled Believer.” 

The early hour of 6:00 a.m. found the faithful con- 
gregation for the morning prayer service. Then fol- 
lowed the morning service which was devoted to sing- 
ing, testimonies, ang timely Bible preaching and 
teaching. In the afternoon services, the respective dis- 
tricts presented a short program as one of their con- 
tributions to the convention. However, one of the most

the round table discussion by a number of our lead- 
ing youth on the theme “Youth’s Place in the Church.” 
Another enjoyable feature was the Bible quiz con- 
ducted by Brother Oscar Castillo, with prizes pre- 
sented to the winners. 


The services were blessed, but the one we looked 
forward to with keen eagerness was the evening evan- 
gelistic service where every effort was bent toward 
leading the lost to a knowledge of the saving grace of 
our Lord Jesus. It was a great privilege for us to have 
our assistant superintendent of Latin America, Rev. 
T. Raymond Morse, with us in the convention and 
his message of Saturday evening thrilled the believers 
and moved the sinners as he preached on the subject, 
“The Word of God.” Not only was he a blessing in that 
particular service, but also as he moved among the 
people and gave advice and counsel to the ministers. 
The people of Quiche will welcome Brother Morse 
when he shall visit them again. 


The climaxing event of the convention was the bap- 
tismal service conducted in the beautiful little river 
that winds its way around the edge of the town. 
There were 44 baptized, signifying their burial to the 
old life and resurrection to the new life. After the 
baptismal service, we gathered close by underneath a 
grove of trees where we conducted our Sunday School. 
Brother Morse spoke to us on “The Importance of 
Sunday School.” 


From that service our congregation marched back 
to the site of the tabernacle. It was beautiful and in- 
spiring. Other religious groups parade in their fiestas; 
why can we not march for the Lord? Brother Oscar 
Castillo, with his station wagon, led the procession. 
Then the mission car followed next with all the people 
marching behind in two columns, three by three. From 
the loud speaker atop Brother Castillo’s car, the peo- 
ple caught the words as Brother Giron directed them 
in singing choruses. First, “Onward Christian Soldiers,” 
followed by other appropriate ones, one most impres- 
sive being, “El Espiritu de Dios se Mueve.” This literal- 
ly means in English, “The Spirit of God Moves One.” 
How true the chorus! God surely did move upon and 
in the lives of the old and young in the second youth 
convention of the Church of God in the territory of 
Quiche, Guatemala!- To Him be the glory forever! 
Amen. 
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We are happy today that we can bring fraternal 
greetings to the numerous readers of the Evangel and 
inform the Christian public of the Church of God of 
some of the activities of our district. “Until now the 
Lord has helped us,” we can say with Samuel, for in 
spite of winds and storms the Church of God con- 
tinues its work of evangelization in Haiti—which was 
committed unto her by the Lord—in this little in- 
dependent republic of the Carribean, dominated for 
several centuries by Catholicism and Voodoo. 

The almighty power of the Holy Spirit has been 
necessary to counteract the designs of these two pow- 
ers in order that now we might say to our American 
brothers and sisters that Haiti is on the road of sal- 
vation which the gospel of peace gives. Thousands and 
thousands have been saved and now testify to the 
name of Jesus, our dear and beloved Saviour. 


The work of the Church of God began in this town 
in February, 1940, with 11 members. Now the Church 
of God of this district numbers 37 churches with nearly 
2,000 members and more than 15,000 non-baptized be- 
lievers. Our country of Haiti is very poor and more 
than that, overpopulated. The laws of the country are 
not rigourously enforced against common-law mar- 
riage and concubines; people in their poverty some- 
times cannot even afford a shirt to be married in; 
the customs in this country are such that marriage 
must be a real occasion for celebration—all these facts 
hinder converts from getting married. 


We cannot forget either the work done among our 
American brethren by our Brother Johnnie Owens. This 
work permitted the Church of God in Haiti to con- 
struct more than a hundred churches with tin roofs 
throughout Haiti. Among that number 30 are on this 
district. It was a matter then for the native to gather

together wood, rock, lime, etc. We received from an 
American brother a gift of one, two, or three hundred 
dollars for the purchase of tin and the construction 
of a beautiful little church was no longer a problem. 
On the front of the church then went this inscription: 
Church of God, with the name of the American broth- 
er or sister which gave the money. The Church of 
God in Haiti has a pleasant memory of this wonder- 
ful work and are appreciative to the American broth- 
ers and sisters, the Mission Board, Brother Johnnie, 
and the overseer of Haiti at that time. 

However, it seems that the Lord has put the people 
of this island on trial. How many hurricanes have 
beat her down, more than three during this year. 
These hurricanes have left naked many parts of the 
country already eaten away by erosion. Fruit trees 
were destroyed, banana plants left flat, milet, corn 
and the main crops torn up. The last two hurricanes, 
Ella and Bella, have left the country in blackest 
misery. In our district, besides the famine which 
reigns, the following churches were entirely destroyed: 
Tete-a-Boeuf, Platon de Bainet, Oragger and Lilette. 
Our poor brothers and sisters are passing through 
dark days and receive only a little flour and corn 
meal from the Church World Service, an American 
institution, while they await the Lord to open a door 
for construction of their little churches again. In some 
places even the foundation and the land have been 
washed away and they must find a new location. 

The efforts of the government now in power to up- 
lift the masses are laudable, but Haiti needs to turn 
entirely unto the Lord who will have mercy upon her. 
With the help of the Holy Spirit, the Church of God 
will attain this goal. Pray for us.

The Lord has 
been pleased to bless these faithful workers and the 
need of a permanent church building has been keen- 
ly felt for some time. This great need was made a 
matter of earnest prayer and a church site was do- 
nated in Riversdale (the most central section of the 
above-named areas). The Regional Health Commis- 
sioner and the Chairman of the Local Health Board 
were both present and spoke of the visible changes 
the gospel of Christ makes in a home. Praise the 
Lord .. . how true! 

Back to Pietermaritzburg in the afternoon for the 
Christmas program rehearsal. Seven o’clock found us 
in Bethany Temple, one of the 5 churches in Pieter-

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During the summer of 1950 and 
.while pastoring a leading San An- 
tonio Church of God and instruct- 
ing several classes at I.P.I., Brother 
Josue Rubio accepted appointment 
by the Missions Board as mission- 
ary to the Republic of Honduras, 
where there had been no previous 
attempt to foster a work among 
the Spanish-speaking people. 

September 29, 1950 — Brother 
Josue and his wife and little boy 
left for Honduras by automobile. 

October 8, 1950—they arrived at 
Tegucigalpa (the capital), without 
knowing anyone even by reference. 

November 20, 1950—the work 
was begun; Rubio sold his 
automobile in order to make 
benches for a rented hall, and get 
furniture for their rented home. 
The evangelical gospel was prac- 
tically unknown in the capital city, 
and most of the people who at- 
tended the services were not from 
any other church. 

May 7, 1951—the first church 
was organized in Honduras with 
15 members. 

January 13, 1952—the corner- 
stone was laid for the building of 
the headquarters church in Barrio 
Buenos Aires, Tegucigalpa. Mean- 
while, a member had gone to the 
western section of the Republic 
and immediately began begging for 
a church in that area. Some help 
was sent and it became a logical 
center for the work that was to 
grow there. 

From both centers new horizons 


were constantly reached. Today | 


there are 1,031 members, 41 work- 
ers, 16 church buildings (not count- 
ing the Bay Islands where there 
are 7). One of the latest triumphs 
is the registration of the Church 
of God with the government of 
Honduras. Four annual conventions 
have been conducted.

As I saw 
the eagerness of these people to 
hear the Word of God I thought 
of the words of our Saviour, 
“Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled.”

ARRIVAL IN TRINIDAD 
SAME DAY — PORT OF SPAIN, 

TRINIDAD—10:30 P.M. 

As we walk to the airport build- 
ings, we spy Brother Hasmatali 
beaming his infectious smile and 
waving us greetings. It is his place, 
as overseer of the Trinidad work, 
my husband will take. We go 
through Health, Immigratiom, and 
Customs and soon the formalities 
are over. Outside we meet about 20 
of the ministers and workers who 
have come to welcome us to 
Trinidad. There is a warm glow 
around our hearts as we shake 
each hand and smile into each 
face. It is about 30 miles or more 
by car to Brother Hasmatali’s home 
at Pointe-a-Pierre, just outside 


San Fernando. We are tired but 
happy. 

At his home we greet his young 
wife, Sister Starry and go to bed 
in an old-fashioned four-postered 
bed with mosquito net canopy. 
Peace and contentment blanket us 
down and we sleep. 


SO THIS IS TRINIDAD 
SATURDAY—November 1, 1958 — 

5:00 A.M. 

Is that music? Yes! Brother Has- 
matali’s voice rings out in song. His 
voice is strong and the melody 
familiar. Now Sister Starry’s sweet 
voice joins his. What a wonderful 
feeling to be wakened with song! 
Then the prayer. The words are 
not always distinguishable, but it is 
prayer prayed with confidence of 
mature Christians. 

I hear the muffled sounds as his 
simple breakfast progresses and 
now the roar of the car penetrates 
our room. He is off to begin his 
busy day. 

The early morning atmosphere 
is heavy with moisture. The mag- 
nificent view of San Fernando Bay 
can be seen clearly from the 
Hasmatalis’ own private hill. I note 
tropical flowers and trees reminis- 
cent of Hawaii and feel right at 
home. Plants and citrus of our own 
native State, Florida, are here in 
abundance. 


NEW HOME 


NOVEMBER 11, 1958 

Today we moved into a nice 
house just behind Bethel Church 
(Headquarters church). We have 
our own hill too and a little of the 
same magnificent view as the one 
at Hasmatalis. We almost always 
have a nice breeze. We’re cooking 
on a little one burner oil stove and 
we have no refrigeration but we 
are content. Everything seems so 
right somehow. It’s as though we 
have been preparing all our lives 
for this particular field of labor. 

Soon we have money to buy the 
stove, refrigerator and a bed. Our 
own possessions arrive and out of 
the crating Brother Smith builds 
tables and book shelves. And now 
the Smiths are really at home.

This is the good report brought 
to us through El Evangelie, March, 
1959, of three baptismal services in 
Guatemala. 

Lago de Izabal—A group of Chris- 
tians from the surrounding region 
met at the church and 2 couples 
were united in marriage (all 4 per- 
sons were later immersed in the 
water). “The trip to the lake was a 
little rough,” said Brother Juan 
Cuellar, “for we travelled first for 
two hours by bus, four hours on foot, 
and then three more hours by 
water.” In spite of this incon- 
venience they were joyful, and 
another group found their way to 
this same place for baptism only a 
few days later. 

Jocote—Missionary Paul Marley 
officiated at a service in which 34 
Indian brethren were baptized. 
Eight couples were united in mar- 
riage and 16 new members were 
received into the church. 

La Concordia—After some won- 
derful praise services, the people 
of this area took advantage of the 
visit of their missionaries, Brother 
and Sister Marley, and asked to be 
baptized. He and Brother Oscar 
Castillo baptized 25 people. Brother 
Marley said, “The river was so cold 
that we had to get out three or four 
times before we could finish the 
baptizing. Nevertheless, we were 
very happy and rejoiced in the Lord 
together.” 


Fruits of a 
Convention 


In February the Clayton Street 
Church in Middletown, Ohio, played 
host to the Executive Missions Sec- 
retary and Brother and Sister 
Robert Headley, missionary ap- 
pointees to Nigeria. Pastor Haskel 
C. Jenkins reported that the church’s 
goal of $2,400.00 had been reached 
during the week-end mission con- 
vention. 
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This church has for many years 
had a warm concern and ready 
response for missions, so it is not 
strange that they should have re- 
quested the opportunity to support 
the Headleys. 

In the words of Brother Jenkins, 
“I feel that it will mean a great 
deal to the Headleys to know that 
they have a fine group of people 
in Middletown that is supporting 
them in prayers as well as finance. 
We are praying that God will use 
them to get this message of the 
Cross to those people before He re- 
turns.”

“... These are they which came 
out of great tribulation... .” (Reve- 
lation 7:14). 

Protestants in Colombia have 
suffered long and hard at the hands 
of intolerant Roman Catholics. Mis- 
sionaries now report a new wave of 
violent persecution which began 
with the loss of three lives. 

On a coffee plantation near San 
Vicente, on January 24, Luis Ignacio 
Rovira sat with a group of Chris- 
tians on a porch. Being the assis- 
tant pastor,he had led them in song 
and asked how many were ready to 
die for Christ. “I am ready to die 
for Jesus, even if it is tonight,” he 
said. A shot rang out in the still 
darkness and he crumpled to the 
floor dead in a pool of blood. The 
others fled, hiding among the coffee 
plants and in caves until morning. 
The shooting lasted for about an 
hour and a half until one of the at- 
tackers himself was wounded and 
begged, in the confusion, for the fir- 
ing to cease. With the coming of 
dawn the scattered, terrified people 
came from their hiding places to 
find that in addition to killing Mr. 
Rovira the murderous band had 
wounded two small children and 
one lady. 

A four-year-old boy, Josue Marin, 
had his foot shot off and was near 
death, but he and the wounded lady 
were refused admittance at the lo- 
cal hospital because they were Prot- 
estants. A small plane took them 





to Bucaramanga to another hospi- 
tal, but the ordeal had been too 
much for the boy and he died— 
a child martyr. The woman remains 
in critical condition. Five of the as- 
sailants are being held by authori- 
ties for these killings. 

A week earlier a group of Prot- 
estants were attending a funeral 
in the San Vicente cemetery when 
they were accosted by a Catholic 
mob led by the priest. He pro- 
claimed that the Protestants were 
heretics and of the devil, and or- 
dered the people to stone them. The 
Protestants were forced to flee for 
their lives, leaving the casket and 
body behind without burial. 

When things quieted down the 
Protestants returned to find that 
the body was gone. At last report 
no one knew the whereabouts of 
the body. 

Another report from southern 
Colombia told of a young Indian 
Christian being clubbed to death 
while witnessing to a group of 
Roman Catholics.

maritzburg, to attend their annual children’s program. 
We were obliged to leave early as we had a meeting 
at 8 with the Obededom Elder and Treasurer getting 
the books in order for the annual general meeting to 
take place in a few weeks. After an 18-hour day the 
bed does feel comfortable! 

Sunday morning, just after 7:00 a.m., the missionary 
from Bishopstone came with a message that the fath- 
er of a leading family there had died at 1:30 that 
morning. Some of the members of the family wanted 
Hindu rites at the funeral; others said, “No, although 
father was not baptized, he was a Christian and be- 
lieved in Jesus and the teachings of the church. We 
want a Christian funeral, no Hindu ceremonies.” We 
did not get back until 10:00 a.m. An hour later the 
morning worship service and communion started at 
Obededom. After the service and a hurried lunch we 
rushed out to Bishopstone (just outside the city 
limits). When we arrived, the unsaved relatives had 
the body and were busy with their Hindu death cus- 
toms. We glanced at the time, 1:30 p.m., in just an 
hour a baptismal service is due to begin at the other 
side of the city. A bus had been arranged to take the 
church members and friends to the banks of the 
Umsunduze River. 

It was just 2:45 p.m. when we left the graveside, 
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dashed over to the parsonage, changed and raced to & 


the baptismal spot. We baptized 32. Because of trans- 
portation difficulties numbers could not be present, 
but another service is arranged for the immediate fu- 
ture. 

We did not leave the river until almost 5:00 p.m. 
and arrived back in the city with a prayer that God’s 
Spirit would prevail in the 7:00 p.m. evangelistic serv- 
ice—the crowning meeting to another week-end at 
Obededom. 

To Him be all the praise! 

We are laboring under difficulties. The field is ready 
to be harvested. We have qualified men eager to go, but 
we are unable because of the lack of funds to send 
them. Will you pray that God will help us? 

May we say in closing that this Sunday afternoon, 
after a memorial service for the man we buried last 
Sunday, we will be baptizing 6 members of the family 
who have accepted Christ as Saviour and are desirous 
of joining the church. God willing, within the next 8 
weeks we trust to start our Bible School. Because of the 
lack of time and funds, we will not be able to offer 
full time studies but only evening classes. It is our 
sincere desire to meet the need of a full time school 
at the earliest possible date, we are looking to the 
Lord to supply our every need. 


So we have come to the end of our week-end at 
Obededom. Sorry we have not been able to relax with 
a cup of coffee and participate in some small talk, 
but whilst we have missed our coffee and friendly 
chat, others have received the cup of salvation and 
heard of heavenly things. Yes, it is wonderful to be a 
Christian and to have the assurance of sins forgiven, 
but there is not time to relax and rest, for others 
must be told of the Saviour and His power to save 
and heal. You may not be able to spend a week-end 
at Obededom, but we could meet each day at the 
throne of God. Join us there, won’t you?

Sister Atkinson told us of her 
work on the building in which the 
convention was held, and how she 
and the young people had done 
manual labor, converting the old 
bakery building into a church. As 
she said herself, the building is 
still used in the bread business, on- 
ly now it is not yeast rolls but the 
Bread of Life that is broken there. 
Incidentally, Sister Atkinson, af- 
fectionately known as Mama At- 
kinson throughout Mexico, is 87 
years of age. 

Brother C. R. Spain brought a 
wonderful message on “Looking- 
glass Religion,” which was inter- 
preted by Brother Hargrave. The 
response of God’s people to His 
power is the same in Mexico as in 
the United States. It is truly won- 
derful to be present when more 
than 2,500 people are moved by the 
Holy Ghost. Had my heart not al- 
ready been stirred for missions, 
this service would have caused it to 
be. 

Another highlight of the confer- 
ence. was the missions service. 
Brother Hiram Almirudis was the 
speaker, and after the message an 
offering was taken. The Mexican 
peso is worth about eight cents 
American money, nevertheless 
these people gave an offering ex- 
ceeding $500 (American). This 
came from people who are poor. 
Many of them had to sleep on the 
church floor. There were only about 


a half-dozen cars at the conven- 
tion and most of them were owned 
by American visitors. Willing sacri- 
fice is one of the essential in- 
gredients of the success of the 
Church in that area. 

Since hardly anyone spoke Eng- 
lish I had to express myself in my 
very imperfect Spanish, an experi- 
ence which I thoroughly enjoyed. 
My heart thrilled within me as I 
testified in Spanish to my brethren 
of salvation, sanctification, Holy 
Ghost baptism, and my mission 
calling. 

Brother Alejandro Portugal, Sr., 
invited me to begin my Spanish 
ministry with him and his people 
in Sahuaripa. “You can’t go all the 
way by automobile,” he told me, 
“but I have many horses.” I hope 
that God will allow me to accept 
this invitation.

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A GREAT SECRET 


This is a crucial hour in the course of church his- 
tory. Never has the need been so urgent for the 
spreading of the gospel to all the world; never the 
times so significant, and never the means so abun- 
dant; never has the Church of Jesus Christ been 
called uvon to do so much in so short a time. In this 
momentous hour of opportunity and responsibility, 
ask yourself: What is my church, or my class doing, 
what is my business doing, or what am I doing, to- 
ward reaching this all-important goal—the spreading 
of the gospel “into all the world” and to “every 
creature?”

Often a person is greatly consoled to display a 
$5.00 bill on the plate, while even a wash-woman, or 
a paper-boy who gives only 50 cents a week, but who 
gives it regularly and systematically, invests a sur- 
prising total of over $25.00 in missions at the end of 
just one year. This small amount, when given sys- 
tematically, could fully support a native minister on 
many fields for a whole month. Just 25 cents a week 
amounts to $12.00 and it could be the means of send- 
ing a young man through Bible school in some fields. 
The Missions Board could launch greater far-reaching 
plans: if it were known that regular amounts such 
as these were coming into the. missions treasury. 
Thus you see how even those living on the most 
limited income can, by making a small investment 
regularly, have a great part in the evangelization 
of the world. 

There are few Christians who would not be glad to 
lay aside a dollar or two every week for a cause as 
great as souls. and an investment as sound as eternity. 
Imagine the joy at the end of the year, to realize that 
you have given personally over $100.00 a year in 
missions. You can share eternal missionary rewards 
even though you never go. Hundreds of men and 
women in the Church of God who merely wait for 
the special missions service in order to “pledge till 
camp meeting time” thereby placing upon themselves 
unnecessary burdens, are robbing themselves of untold 
joys by not acceptine the responsibility of systematic 
giving throughout the year. 

Every Christian should do something about this 
challenge. With the time of Christ’s return so near, 
we urge you to allow God to help you decide how you 
can double or triple what you have ever done before, 
by accepting the challenge to invest regularly in 
world evangelism through Church of God missions!
